pairs— Malting Going On. 


An expert from the Vllter manufac- 


turing company Jf Milwaukee 1ms 
this week begun to overhaul the Ice 
making machinery at the Knipp brow 
cry. 
The name Is somewhat of an 


annomaly. for although the apparatus 
Is capable of making Ice, It bus never 
boon used for that purpose. 
In- 


stead, by circulating the nmonla solu- 
tion through tne pipes which belt 
the cooling roams, artificial cold 
Is 


produced of any desired Intensity. 


By this system the 
temperature 


can be adjusted to a nicety, the ma- 
chinery being within perfect control 
so that the rooms may be made as 
frigid as desired. 
In the middle of 


summer the pipes which carry the 
cooling fluid nro thickly 
covered 


with Ice and snow. 
No Ico Is used 


In the plant. 


•At this season of the year the tem- 


perature Is low enough 
to make 


the use of artificial cold unnecessary, 
furnishing an opportune time 
to 


make any needed 
repairs. 
Being 


used Incessantly so many months out 
of the year, the valves are liable to 
loosen and the adjustments to be- 
come Inaccurate. 
The 
machinist 


will probably be employed for a week 
longer. 


In about a month, the malting pro- 


cess which has been going on since 
the cold weather set In, or about the 
flrst of November, will be completed 
The company makes all of Its own 
malt, requiring about six thousand 
bushels for the year's use. 
Late In 


the.fall the barley Is bought, all of It 
being grown by farmers in 
the im- 


mediate vicinity, and selected with 
the greatest care. 
All that Is not of 


perfect grade Is refused. 


About one hundred bushels can be 


malted at a time, the process taking 
three or four days. 
The barley Is 


flrst soaked in water after which 
it 


Is laid out on a cement floor. The 
room is surrounded by steam pipes 
which keep the temperature at about 
flfty degrees, fahrenhelt. 
The grain 


Is left there until It begins to sprout 
•when It Is elevated to the kiln floor.

To The Editor: Not wishing to pre- 


judice the public mind In advance of 
honorable Investigation, nevertheless 
the fact Is bound to assert Itself tliat 
the Municipal League Is "up against" 
a bad system of local government, 
which fceus upon a treasury easily 
filled by paslvo taxpayers and as 
easily depleted by loose 
business 


methods. 


Although the treasurer Is elected 


by the people the ofllce Is at 
the 


mercy of the common council and the 
olllclul is 
afforded no 
protection 


against any claim ordered by 
the 


council. 
And If 
the 
Municipal 


League would accomplish 
the high- 


est purpose of Its existence, .c must 
attach the system which opens 
the 


door to extravagance. 
In 
other 


words, the League must stand for a 
reduction of city taxes, economy and 
most vital of all, It must discourage 
reckless legislation by making 
tho 


treasury department Independent of 
the council Instead of being Its ser- 
vant. 


The Public Demand 


Tho public complains of 
exhorbl- 


tant taxation and demands greater 
economy, more business like meth- 
ods, more publicity of the council's 
doings and more to show In exchange 
for the colossal sum of money that Is 
poured Into the treasury nnnuni.y. 
And tnc public observes a system 
that has grown up of raising taxes 
and spending the money without giv- 
ing even the poor boon of an intelli- 
gent explanation of how it was done. 
Tho suppression of facts In which 
the people are financially Interested 
leads to exaggerations and trouule 
sooner or later. 
This Is mentioned 


Incidental to the statement that If 
the present administration of 
city 


affairs is wholly Innocent of wrong- 
ful methods, it Is nevertheless guilty 
of suppressing tho facts which might 
establish Its own exoneration. 


The Integrity of the public official 


should be presumed and not Impeach- 
ed save upon the most convincing tes- 
timony, yet at the same time, if he 
has taken advantage of a vicious sys- 
tem, he may not be excused.
